1 . Claims 25-37 and 39-47 are allowed. 

2. The claims are allowed for the same reason as stated in office action dated 
08/31/2009. Prior art to Frank (EP 196149 A1) does not test a semiconductor device. 
Frank also does not disclose the internal through-contact elements to make electrical 
connection between the contact pads of the top of the semiconductor device and the 
contact pads of the printed circuit board.
